The remedy is the purchase of the Spring-
field Water Company's righta by the city.
There ix no other way of obriating an abuse
of long standing.

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The Open Door Must Be Maintained and
China’s Right te Mave a Veles In
Far Eastern Discussions Must
Be Rospected

ECRETARY HUGHES has returned un-

equivocally to the poaition of Hecretary

in defense of the open door in China,

e occasion which has called forth the
statement of the position of the Administra-
tion arises out of a protest made by the
British, Japanese and Danish Governments
over a concesslon to the Federal Telegraph
Company, an American eorporation, to erect
wireless stations in certain parta of China,
The Government of China asked Hecretary
Hughes on June D whether the American
Government intended to withdraw its sup-
port of the telegraph company.

Becretary Hughes replios directly that the

American Government has uo Intention of
withdrawing. He intimates that the pro-
tests against the telegraph company's con-
cosslon “‘are founded on assertlons of mo-
nopolistic or preferential rights in the fleld
of Chinese governmental enterprise, which
cannot be reconciled either with the treaty
rights of American citizsens in China or with
the principle of the open door."
As to the open door, Becretury Hughes
nays that this Government whole-heartedly
supports that principle, *‘which it has tra-
ditionally regarded as fundemental both to
the interests of China itself and to the com-
mon interests of all Powers in China and
indispensable to the free development of their
commerce in the Paclfic.”’

Nothing could be elearer than thin. When
the Powers were getting ready to partition
China just before the Boxer uprising, Hecre-
cary Hay intervened with his peries of open-
door notes summoning thess Powers to re-
affirm their profession of a desire to respect
the rights of other Powerx in thelr spheres
of influence and to respect the territorial
integrity of China. The American Secretary
of State put them in ruch a position that
they could not very well refuse to go on
record as favoring the open door. This was
in 1809, The American position was re-
affirmed in 1008 in the Root-Takahira
declaration, when Elihu Root was Hecretary
of State and Baron Takahira was Japanese
Ambassador in Washington., It was thought
dealrable to put Japan once more on record,
ax the Japanese were Jooking with greedy
ered toward the undeveloped resources of
China.

Sceretary Lansing wobbled on the open-
door pollcy when he wrote to Viscount
Ishii, the Japanese Ambassador in 1017,
that ‘‘territorial propinquity creates special
relations between countries, and conse-
quently the Government of the United States
recognizesy that Japan bas specinl interests
in China, particularly in the part to which
her porsessions are contigwous,’

Japan and China sssumed that this meant
that the United States admitted that Japan
had special ceonomic rights in China. The
Chinese GGovernment even went so far as to
fssue a formal statement setting forth Its
adherence to the principle of equal rights to
all nations and to assert that ‘‘hereafter
the Chinese Government will still adhere
to the principle hitherto ndopted, and hereby
ft Is sgain declared that the Chinese Gov-
ernment will not allow herself to be bound
by any agreement entered into by other
natlions.'’

The definite and positive renssertion of
the American adherence to the open-door
policy 18 notice not only to Japan, but to
every other Power, that it canoot disregard
that poliecy without reckoning with this
country. We stand back of China with our
moral support, We occupy the traditional
poeition of friendship for this great Oriental
perople, n position which has earned for us
its gratitude and respect,

We have never sought sphiess of influ-
ence, We have never wought to exploit the
Chiness., We have desired to co-operate
with them in the development of their great
resources, And we have demanded that our
engineers and our capitalists ahould be al-
lowed the same freedom that is allowed to
the capitalists and enginecera of other coun-
triew, and that this freedom be respected by
other natlons safeguarded by the Chinese
themselves, whoere right to govern thelr own
country is undisputed.

The Implications of the note of Secretary
Hughes go beyond the rights of the Federal
Telegraph Company. They touch upon the
Japanese ambitions in Shantung ax the
succeasors of Germany. The Chinese rep-
resentatives declined to sign the Versailles
Treaty becanse of the Bhantung section.
There wos never any chance for the ratifi-
ecatlon of that section of the treaty by the
Ameriean Senate, because (t was contrar)
to the open-door policy.

China wan never in greater naml of a
powerful friend than she in today, IHer
people are divided among themselves, be-
ecause they hare not solved all the problems
growing out of the revolution which over-
threw the monprchy. The exploiting val
tures are ready to pelze upon her In the
hour of her weakness, and they ran he pre.
vented only by the (nsistence of those who
helieve in the ultimate ability of the ("hinene
to ndiost themselves to the new political
conditlons and have confidenee o thelr
capacity for adapting thelr mode of life
to the changing econonmic conditions which
will come when they haye begun on a large
senle to develop their latent resources,

The right of Chine to a volee in  the
settlement of her own affales {s recognized
by Becretary IHughes when he inecludes her
in the invitation to a confersnce on dis-
armaroent and the Pacific and Far Eastern
problems,

Bucceeding Governments and mucceeding
Premiers have tried these methods consist-
ently for menerations, The stobborn old
politiclans of a vanishing school have sald
that there was pothing to grant, nothing to
arbitrate, In the neighboring island. Others
bave tried kindness and generosity while re-
fusing to recognise the basic princlple
around which the trouble Meanwhile,
the Irish question persisted and grew. It
has widened and found a way into the poli-
tica of far dominions. It has become an
fssue in Australia and in Canada. It cer-
taioly has become something of a political
issue in the United Btates, where it has
come to be the chief obatacle in the wny of
those who percelve the need for continuing
close and friendly relationship and co-
operation between the of the United
States and the people of Britain. And thers
in on each side so much passionate convic-
tlon, so much good logle and so much sin-
cerity that no man can decently formulats
a final opinion without first having a pro-
found knowledge of Irish history and a
sympathetle understanding of Irish affairs
and the Irish temperament.

The problem confronting Tloyd George
and the leaders of North and South Treland
is an inheritance from the far times when
stateamen everywhere were less sensitive to
popular feeling than they are now. It hax
become complieated by faulty handling. by
intenwe religious feeling and by conflicting
netural factors which sharply divide the
gvopmlo of the North from the people of the

Ulater is industrial and practieal minded,
and it claima to own and create almost two-
thirds of the wealth of the country. It In-
cludes approximately one-third of the popu-
lation. The other two-thirds of the Irish
people are more race-consclous than thelr
Northern countrymen and more influenced by
race tradition, Ulstermen are fond of
mying that they don't want to be
governed by dreamers ‘‘who would rather
sing or play or write poetry than do a good
day's work in & mill."" Yet the unbinssd
travelers who know the Ireland of today
ordinarily are moved by admiration for
Ulster and by something llke love for the
more wistful and imaginative S8outh,

The unhapplest factor in the present com-
plication ls the deep and seemingly in-
eradicable line of religious difference that
dividea the people. Yet it ought always to
be remembered that there are namerous
Home-Rulers and Republicane in  Ulster
just as there are influential groups of Union-
ists in the Bouth.

It has been a long time sinee any really
reprensntative Englishman desired to with-
hold Home Rule from Ireland. But in Eng-
land, ¢ven among those who accept unques-
tioningly the principle of self-determination,
the Inatinetive reactlon to the suggestion of
an independent Irlah Republic has been much
like that which in this country would follow
the oxpressed desire of one of the coast
Atntes—aay New Jersey—to secede from the
Union.

“Suppowe,'’ say the British, '‘that some
future Government in Treland should ally
ituelf with enemies of England?"’

To this very natural question the Irish
reply that unity of sentiment in all the
Pritish Tales would come more quickly with
Irish freedom than without ft. At least
thin i the argument of the Bian Fein
leaders, Majority opinion, however, favors
a moedern sort of Dominton Government and
n separate Patrllament. To that principle
Ulster virtually agreed, though it demanded
and received a Parliament of its own which
is intended to work harmoniounsly with a
arliament of the Bouth. Ilow to adjust two
Parllaments and see to it that the interests
and susceptibilities of both sides are unhurt
in the problem of the hour in Nritain.

Meanwhile, the British Empire is chang-
ing. Its Government is not now and prob-
ably never agnin will be wholly centralized
in Downing Street. DPolitical thinking in
England Is being profoundly influenced by
the fecling in Canada, In Anstralin and in
Africa, just as political thinking in Wash-
ington is responaive to the feeling of the
various Btatox, The Dritish Empire s as-
suming a form suggestive of a United States
of the World, and the Dominion Premiers
who have been conferring in London appear
to have worked determinedly to make of
Irsland a contented and progressive unit in
the empire. Kinee the conference of Pre-
miers opened there has been a noticegble
improvement in the administeative methods
of the Lloxd George Government in the in-

NOW MY IDEA IS THIS

Daily Talks With Thinking ®hiladelphians on Subjects They
Know Best

DR. E. STANLEY ABBOTT

On Mental Hyglene

ENTAL bygiene is playing a larger part

in the work of the world than most
people imagine, according to Dr. K. Stanley
Abbott, medical director of the Mental
Hygiene Committee of the IPublic Chafitivs
Association of Pepusylvanin,  While the
work is still young as a branch of an exact
medleal selence, muech has alrendy  been
accomplished and the possibilities are prac-
ticully unlimited, he says.

““The general work of mental hygiene,"’
Dr. Abbott points out, *‘lays especinl em-
phasis upon the principles of the prevention
of mental diseases which may occur later in
life and the prevention of mental defects lu
childeen becoming permanent ones, Then,
too, there is the prevention of the conse-
quences of mental defects,

“By this last I mean that there are n
good many mental defectives who may be so
trained as to become orderly citizens, with
the result that there is no peed for their
segregation. Such cases, {f properly tralood,
are not & menace to the commuunity, Their
training, therefore, prevents them from suf-
fering the consequences of thelr inheritance
of mental defectiveness.

Cannot Prevent Feeble.mindedness

“We cannot prevent feeble-mindedness,
because the feeble-minded are born in this
unfortunate conditlon, and, of course, after
the birth we liave to cope with a given
condition which we are powerless to clinnge
entirely, but with which muech may be done.
What can be dome 18 to put the feeble-
minded child In speclal classes ot the schonls
or give lim training at an iustitution for the
feeble-minded,

"By this training many cap be prevented
from {m-nmlng delinquents aud thur meking
themselves a scourge upon soclety at large,
filllng our courts nnd jalls constantly and
living the lives of eriminals,

“Roughly, one-quarter of the Inmntes of
our prisons are feeble-minded persons, This
fs an astonishingly lorge percentage, but
the facts have been cleurly domonstrated.
Thers is no doubt that quite a large propor-
tion of this number eould have been anved
from such n ecarevr had they been brought
np in & proper environment and recelved the
right kind of trainiog as ebfldren.  Thus,
for the want of the right kind of tnstraction
n large number of persans are needlesgly
wade & menues to the community,

“Milladelpbin, which bas alwayvs had o
medien! eminence second to that of searcoly
fany clty in the world, 15 well to the front
In the matter of the study and the treatment
of sueh caves of mestal defectiveness, In

“Then the fumily, the teacher or the soclal
worker is told what Is best to be done,
whether that be specinl classes for the child,
an lustitution for the feeble-minded or the
correction of medical conditions, I have
frequently seen cases in which a backward
child, after study in wspecial classes, was
able to return to school and immediately
take the grade where Ity age required it to be.

Specinl Classes Beneflelal

“In n general way, I should say that
mbout 2 per cent of school children derlve
benetit from these special elasses, These, It
should be remembered, are rarely the feeble-
minded, but children who for one reason or
nnother are backward, These speclal elasses
are small, not more than fifteen or at the
wost twenty being In them,

“In these clasees n good deal of attention
I8 paid to each child and a good deal of
attention to munual things rather than to
book work. The teachers find out first of
ull where the trouble began In case of spe-
cific deficiency, such ny the study of arith-
metle, for example, and then try to correct
it. The idea Is to trace the trouble to its
source amd then to correct the source.

"But many adults as well as children come
to these wental clinics, und there are many
persons who are affiicted with the beginnings
of insanity, In fact, the adults conniderab y
outnumber the children, roughly in the pro-
portion of three adults to one child, 1In
nearly every case of this kind we are able
to glve ald.  Mental deficleney in adults
more commonly the milder of the mental
troubley, generully js not recognized as such
IJ:.'"Ihu fuinily or even by the patient him-
self.
